Moreover, as Paul once remarked to 
Frank Rose of Circus. "There's a lot of 
people doing straight jobs where the 
Only thing that gets them by is thinking 
theyre realy ip anyway. We Just look 
the way they feel We make our Own 
rules, we ме our own йе, and you can 
follow us but we wort follow anybody 
else. Kiss Is a way of ife"

and the curative potions obtainable 
‘through their combination. The mother 
was notable primanıy for the circums- 
tances of her death in а pit, with 
stones raining down on her head. Сег- 
tain persons thougnt her to bea witch.

Von Doom fied for nis ife, elucing the 
royal guardsmen just long enough to 
make а quick stop at the gypsy em 
Campment to pick up young Victor, 
reasoning sounaly that те boy wouid 
Surely be the king's target И Von Doom 
made good his escape alone. 

For months, through the passing of 
fall and on into a bitter winter, Von 
Doom and son roamed the forests, al- 
Ways a step ahead of their pursuers. 
‘The elements, however, proved impos- 
sible to avoid, and one day the Gypsy 
wagons found von Doom and his son 
huddled together in a blanket, covered 
with snow, at the side of a road. The 
father was moribund. 

Within hours, despite the ministra- 
‘tons of tne gypsies, Von Doom was 
dead. Н last words, voiced to Boris, an 
old friend and member of the tribe. 
"Myson... protect, J" 

"NO one need protect me, father" 
Victor walled. "I shall be strong! | shall 
make them pay for what they did to 
you and to mother” 

But Boris knew the real meaning of 
Von боот impassioned реа Victor 
would need no protection, it was true. 
However, the world must somehow be 
safeguarded against the lifelong rage 
‘that would burn in the child's soul. 


When Von Doom had been buried, 
Boris presented young Victor with the 
few possessions his Father had left be- 
hind. Among these was a curiously de- 
corate trunk, marked with arcane as- 
trological symbols, which Victor паа 
never seen before. inside It he found a 
strange collection of cards, charms, 
fetishes, talsmans—al the impe 
ments of sorcery. And he realized with 
grim satisfaction that the accusations. 
made of nis mother were joyfully, 
ondrousty true. He was tne son of а 
physician and a witch. 


Victor von Doom threw all nis ener- 
‘les into tne study of both parents 
crafts By the end of his egnteentn 
summer, the toy had estabished а 
reputation as an inventor, a magician, 
a philosopher, and a rogue For hs de- 
vices were created to victimize the 
wealthy and the powerfu-ike the 
salve that cured headaches, but ዘ 
duced balaness, ще the "magic" violin 
Which made any man a virtuoso unti 
ctor, safely out of reach, ficked а 
Switch and shut off ts power source. 

Indeed, word of Victors accomp 
Ishments spread so rapidly and so far 
that he was offered an opportunity to 
study at a major university in the ሀቡ 
ited States. anxious for the access this. 
would provide to far more advanced 
laboratory Facies, Victor accepted. 

But tragedy lay at the end of the 
отеу. During an unauthorized exper- 
ment on university premises, Victor's 
elaborate device for communication 
with the spirit world exploded, perma-

By ths time, World War Nihad erupted 
In Europe, so rather than retuming to 
Ns birthplace, Victor set out for the 
Himalayas, determined to leam the 
‘mystical secrets of Tibetan lamas. He 
id indeed bythe mene was ready to 
depart, his teachers were caling him

It was in Tibet that Doom's strange 
costume was forged, the cola grey 
armor, the emotoniess ron mask 
which would forever hice nis ravaged 
‘countenance from view. 

And ie was there he swore a vow that 
‘one day, 38 the world would acknow- 
ledge him as its sovereign. He has not 
abandoned таг vow. Power remains 
is obsession to tns day. 

The world may not yet bow to his 
every command, but tre very mention 
f his name sends shudders up tne 
spines of men and of nations.

In the front row is a bat-faced Gene 
‘Simmons lookalike, his tongue twirling 
towards his girl with swooping, diving 
finesse. A few rows back sit four blond 
children. They couldnt be more than 
fourteen years oia, and at first glance. 
their individual genders are nascem- 
ive. Yet they wear те astinctive 
markings of а spaceace Frehley, а 
starchi Paul Stanley, another mean- 
‘Gene, and a Felinely curious Peter Cris,
